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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISORS— 1946-47 


The  year  was  characterized  by  unrest,  dissatisfaction,  and  or- 
ganized effort  for  better  pay  and  working  conditions  by  teachers 
all  over  the  country.  Connecticut  had  its  share  of  teacher  strikes 
and  threatened  strikes  and  bitter  struggles  between  teachers  and 
boards  of  education.  The  general  public  came  to  realize  that 
teachers  were  grossly  underpaid.  The  legislature  voted  twenty 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  next  biennium  for  use  by  the  local 
towns  for  education.  Most  towns  face  the  coming  year  with  ample 
funds  to  adequately  finance  a  real  educational  program.  Bark- 
hamsted  shares  in  this  distribution  of  state  aid. 

The  State  pays  a  generous  portion  of  the  increase  in  the  school 
budget. 

Money  alone  does  not  guarantee  teachers  for  our  schools.  The 
shortage  of  elementary  school  teachers  still  exists.  It  is  more  dif- 
ficult to  secure  them  this  year  than  last.  Housing  conditions  are 
worse.  Fewer  families  are  willing  to  board  teachers.  No  rents  of 
any  type  are  available  for  married  teachers  in  the  whole  district. 

Barkhamsted  finds  itself  in  a  difficult  position  as  far  as  the 
future  is  concerned.  Should  the  community  grow  and  more  pu- 
pils present  themselves,  the  town  Would  find  itself  in  a  most  em- 
barrassing position.  None  could  be  accommodated  at  Pleasant  Val- 
ley where  pupils  are  already  working  under  a  handicap.  There  is 
still  room  for  additional  pupils  at  Riverton. 

Surrounding  towns  are  rapidly  closing  small  one-  and  two- 
room  schools.  Teachers  need  no  longer  accept  such  positions  and, 
in  fact,  are  not  willing  to  do  so  when  positions  are  available  in 
modern,  consolidated  school  buildings. 

Granby,  East  Granby  and  Burlington,  in  this  supervision  dis- 
trict, are  building  new  consolidated  schools,  Similar  buildings  are 
being  promoted  all  over  the  state. 

Barkhamsted  needs  to  seriously  consider  a  central  school  if 
it  intends  to  maintain  a  teaching  staff.  This  is  not  an  academic 
question.  It  is  a  vital  issue.  I  honestly  believe  that  trained  teach- 
ers will  no  longer  accept  positions  in  one-room  schools  and  that 
when  our  supply  of  local  people  is  exhausted  we  shall  discover 
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no  replacements  for  two-room  school     positions.       Barkhamsted 
citizens  need  to  be  alert  and  anticipate  this  situation.
